GENERAL ORDINANCE NO. o- 

AN ORDINANCE amending General Ordinance No. G-97 
by authorizing the vacation of a utility easement 
adjacent to Justin Study School 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT 
WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. A petition for the vacation of a utility easement having been 

filed with the Fort Wayne City Plan Commission, and a resolution having been duly 

adopted by the Fort Wayne City Plan Commission on May 27, 1975 following a public 

hearing thereon, all in accordance with Section 44, Chapter 174 of the Acts of the 

General Assembly of the State of Indiana, as amended by Section 3, Chapter 385 of 

the Acts of 1963 of the General Assembly of the State of Indiana (Burns Ind. Ann. 

Statutes, 1964 Replacement, Sec. 53-744), the Thoroughfare Plan as set forth in 

General Ordinance No. G-97 adopted by the Common Council of the City of Fort 

Wayne on November 26, 1963, is amended by deleting the following utility easement 

in Fort Wayne, Allen County, Indiana, to-wit: 

Commencing on the centerline of the aforesaid easement at a point 
situated within Lot # 10 Brackenridge's Subdivision, 156 feet West of 
the West line of Brooklyn Avenue (40 ft. wide) , and 22 feet North of 
the South line of Lot # 10 in said Subdivision; thence Northerly along 
the centerline of said easement, a distance of 203 feet to a point situated 
27 feet North of the South line of Lot # 13 in said Brackenridge's Sub¬ 
division 


SECTION 2. After passage of this Ordinance, approval by the Mayor 
and legal publication, a duly certified copy of this Ordinance, of the recommenda¬ 
tion of the Fort Wayne City Plan Commission, and of the action of the Mayor, shall 
be transmitted by the City Clerk to the Board of Public Works of the City of Fort 
Wayne, Indiana.
